Applicant argues "Nubble's second photodector does not read test patches." Examiner notes each photodetector detects a 
region of its respective strip. See Col 18 for the additional detector as previously noted. Secondly. Applicant argues "Hubble, 
however, does not discloe an array of sensor mounted for detecting color properties of discrete area of each test strip." Upon 
further review, the Examiner finds this limitation to be taught bv the color system that detects properties for a minute number of 
test patches. Applicant continues to argues. "Hubble does not disclose discretely sensing actual sensing actual color 
characteristics of discrete area of a given region of a test patch (31) in the manner reguired by Claim 9" With reference to Col 
13, the spectrophotometer has various color sampling technigues that can be used in the manner as reguired bv Claim 9. 
Acutal color characteristics are sensed via the color correction system. Examiner further wishes to point the applicant's 
attention to Col 6.12.16.20 for a more in dqfettexplanation of examiner's reasonings.
